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Abraham Barry 


Born in Stroudsburg,Pa.,Sept. 30,1809,and died on his 
farm near Milford on May 2(?),1873. He came to Kansas 
in March 1855; surveyed Manhattan in the spring and 
summer of 1855. Member of the Free-State Topeka legis- 
lature in 1856; and a member of the House in the ter- 
ritorial legislature in 1857,1!58 and '59; first county 
attorney of Riley County (May 1858~December 1859).

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Fort Riley was established March }},1853 by Major 
E.A.Ogden. It was. an outpost west of all the Indian 
reservations,and a buffer to the savages of the plains. 
Construction started in 1853 on barracks, barns,sta- 
bles,and granaries for a cavalry post for eight com- 
panies of soldiers. A post-office was established. A- 
mong the civilian employees were stone masons,lumber- 
men,machinists,loggers,sutlers,hunters who supplied 
meat,sawmill operators,and others. 


May 30,185),Congress passed the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill which organized the Kansas and Nebraska areas in- 
to territories,to be free or slave,as the inhabitants 
desired. Groups were organized to promote settlements. 
A party of the New England Emigrant Aid Society ar- 
rived in 185). The men planned to do construction work 
at the fort and settle in the fertile valleys near-by. 
Among them was John Rush,seventeen years of age,who 
had come to America from Westprisen,Prussia,in Ger- 
many. 


Lemuel Knapp,a member of the same group,pitched 
his tent on Christmas Day at Pawnes,one mile east of 
the fort. He started a boarding house for construc- 
tion workers and for temporary housing for newcomers. 
The following March,they moved into the new boarding 
house--a story and a half log cabin,50 feet long and 
16 feet wide. 


In the spring of 1855,several settlements were 
made in the Milford area. The Barry-Gordon party of 
seventeen young men reached Pawnee on March 28. They 
split up and each went his own way. Three came to the 
present site of Milford--Abraham Barry,a lawyer and 
hotel-keeper from Pennsylvania,his fourteen year old 
nephew Marshall RParry,and George Taylor.Abraham Barry 
and George Taylor took claims near the mouth of Madi- 
son Creek. 


At about the same time,John S. and Lucinda Fowler 
Badger established a home on government land under 
the preemption right. This was six miles south of 
Milford along the Republican River on the Dave Weaver 
farm. Lucinda Badger was the first white woman to 
settle in this area. They had no team of their own 
for two years. That summer settlements were made on 
the other side of the river. George Montesue,who had 
@ contract for burning the lime for construction of 
the government buildings at Fort Riley,settled a half 
mile from the Badger's,with the river between. They 
were the best of friends for the twenty-seven years 
that they were neighbors. Moses Younkin also came to 
the Milford area in 1855. John Rush selected a home 
site and built a cabin for his parents who planned 
to come to America.

The land had not been surveyed. Land was acquired 
by the preemption act of 1841 which defines preemption 
as the "right of purchasing before others", It was ex- 
tended to the Kansas and Nebraska territories by act 
of July 22,185) to all land to which Indian title is 
or shall be extinguished. Lands were open to heads of 
households,widows,and single men over twenty-one.There 
were eight steps in acquiring preemption land:(1)per- 
sonal settlement; (2)erecting a dwelling house; (3)in- 
habiting the lands; (l)official survey; (5)filing claim 
and description; (6)making and filing necessary affi- 
davits;(7)payment of purchase money within 12 months 
from time of agreement; (8)granting of patent by the 
government. ; 


Earliest settlements were determined by natural 
conditions:presence of water,wood,and rock,and the 
possibility of defense against Indians and outlaws. 
These were not found on the high prairies. Only a few 
trees,mostly cottonwood,skirted the river banks. There 
was dense growth of timber where creeks emptied into 
the river:walnut,several kinds of oak,mulberry,locust, 
red and white elm,hackberry,coffee~-bean,hickory,ash, 
sycamore,willow,wild plum,and wild cherry. 


The first settlement east of Milford was-made by 
Daniel and Nancy Branscom on Farnum Creek. 


Moses,William,and Jerome Younkin,John King,and A. 
D.Reed took claims near the mouth of Timber Creek in 
1856. They were the first white men to settle within 
the limits of Clay County. Mrs.Moses Younkin was the 
first white woman in that locality,and their son(Ed- 
ward L.)was the first white child borm in Clay County. 


A.B.Whiting and Bradley E.Fullington with seven 
yoke of oxen and a prairie schooner loaded to the can-= 
vas roof with supplies,took claims on Madison Creek 
in the spring of 1856. Lorenzo Gates,George Hefner, 
and John Forman also located on Madison Creek. 


Abraham Rarry of the Free-State party represent- 
edRiley and Pottawatomie Counties in the territorial 
legislature and was reelected in 1857 and 1858, 


December 3,1856,a severe blizzard with heavy snow 
fall was a serious blow to the settlers who suffered 
untold hardships. 1857 brought more settlers, some 
with families,who scattered along the Republican Riv- 
er and its tributaries. Fifty persons including men, 
women and children,lived within a twenty mile radius 
of Fort Riley. J.S.Badger and B.&.Fullington held of- 
fices of Justice of the Peace. Francis Rush and wife 
(Anna Bohm) with their family arrived at the cabin 
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home which their son John had built for them: Rosa(Mrs. 
A.B.Walters) was two weeks old when they left their 
home in Germany. They spent six weeks in a sail-boat 
crossing the Atlantic. Other members of the family 

were Martin,Mary,Susan and Annie. The Rush farm has re- 
mained in the family name since John selected it in. 
1855--106 years. Clifford L.Rush,his wife (Emma Schmed- 
eman),and their son Donald own and operate the farm. 


Settlers on arriving at Kansas City,bought ox teams 
($225),wagons (%75),and supplies for several months. 
Wach family had a plow,scythe,hoe and ax. Occasional 
trips to Leavenworth were necessary to pet additional 
supplies. Men took turns in making the long trip by 
wagon to bring supplies for the entire community: cun- 
powder,lead in bars,bullet molds,cartridgs sticks, 
lariat ropes,blankets,nsedles,cloth, thread,quinine, to- 
bacco, sugar,coffee,molasses,soda,dried fruit,flour, 
and hard tack. The need for a town was growing. Set- 
tlers needed mail service to other communities,a store 
to buy the necessities of life,a grist mill to make 
flour and meal,and organized societies of church and 
school. 


By 1857 plans were under way to build a town to 
meet the needs of the pioneers. The town of Bacheller 
had its official beginning when it was incorporated 
by act of the territorial legislature in 1858. offi- 
cers of the Bacheller Town Company were:Abraham Barry 
(president),Bradley E.Fullington (secretary),Samuel D. 
Houston,Moses Younkin,and Frank Smith. It was renamed 
"Milford" in 1868 at the urgent request of the post- 
master who was annoyed because Bachseller was seldom 
spelled correctly on the mail passing through his of- 
fice. The name chosen was a combination of two simple 
words,mill and ford,which were vital to the community. 


Citizens of Milford petitioned to the District 
Court in Junction City to have the name of the town 
changed to "Brinkley" in the 1920's. The judge re- 
fused because of the opvposition of the Union Pacific 
Railroad and the United States Postal Department. 


The 1859 legislature authorizsd Abraham Barry to 
keep @ public ferry across the Republican River “at or 
within one mile of the town of Bacheller,for the space 
of 10 years",and also granted him "the exclusive right 
of building a bridge and maintaining the same at the. 
said place,over the Republicen fork,for 20 years". E- 
quipment included a flat-bottomed Bone known as a fer- 
ry,a ferry house,cable,tools,etc.,plus land for its 

operation. This Vand ineluded a 38 acre tract adjoin- 
ing Milford on the south. The tow path started on the 
east bank at the ferry house and crossed to tne west 
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gids at a slight angle downstream. Lowry J.Wilson pur- 
chased the ferry and all the equipment,including the 
land in 1877. He operated the ferry for several years. 
A wooden bridge replaced the ferry. George W.Miller, 
while serving as representative in the Kansas Legisla- 
ture,introduced a bill for the authorization of the 
present steel bridge. 


Records show that Abraham and Elizabeth Barry 
sold 298 acres of land in 1859 to the Bacheller Town 
Company for $1,000 for a town site. Names on early 
deeds for town lots included A.B.Whiting,A.B.Whitney, 
B.#.Fullington,Chas.Clark,Georgse French,S.D.Houston, 
Emigrant Aid Society,E.V.Barry,Moses Younkin,William 
Endicott Jr.,Mrs.Mary Ellen Barry,T.Houston,Kate A, 
Whiting,J.C.Kennett,and Louisa C.Fullington. Lots 
were given to settlers brought by the Emigrant Aid So- 
ciety. North end south streets were named River,Barry, 
Whiting, Smith,and Houston. Beginning at the south, 
east and west streets were numbered 3 through 9. Va-~ 
cated lots and farm lots to the north,east,and south 
were sold in 1877. 


Gov.Geary appointed Abraham Barry to the office 
of County Attorney of Riley County in 1858. While 
serving in that capacity,he was elected to and served 
in the 1859 territorial legislature. . 


Settlers were busy making homes and furniture and 
tilling the soil. The early homes were mainly of logs 
or stone,since they did not require a large amount of 
money. Much labor was involved. Many of the pioneers 
were stone masons and many were adept at working with 
logs. Tables,chairs and stools were made by splitting 
dry walnut logs,hewing and planing the rough places 
until satisfactory. Every home had an iron kettle 
with a rounded bottom which stood on three legs. The 
larger ones were used out-of-doors for heating water 
for washing clothes and for butchering,for rendering 
lard,and for making soap. Smaller ones were used for 
cooking over the fire in the fireplace or on stoves. 
When stoves were used,a lid could be removed from 
the cooking surface and the kettle could be set di- 
rectly over the fire. Copper and brass kettles were 
available at $1.00 per pound. Early kettles came in 
ten sizes. Copper ones had straight sides and had 
lids. They were the most expensive. 


Wild game was plentiful:buffalo,deer, antelope, 
wild turkey,prairie chicken,quail,squirrel,wild geese 
and ducks. Catfish,buffalo fish and other kinds of 
fish were plentiful in the river and creeks. The 
greatest food problem was that of providing flour 
and meal. Early settlers hungered for bread. The di- 
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et was limited to the simplest of foods with meat and 
corn meal topping the list. Everyone had a garden and 
seeds were carefully saved and shared for the follow- 
ing year. Few had sufficient clothing to protect a- 
gainst the bitter cold. The only boot and shoe factory 
in Kansas was at Leavenworth. Early settlers had more 
to do than tickle the soil with a hoe,and see the land 
laugh with a harvest. 1858 was a wet year and there 
was much sickness. 


Frank Smith opened a store in 1859,a dream come 
trues. 1859 was a good year;crops were abundant;the fu- 
ture looked brighter. The first birth occurred in the 
Bacheller area,that-of Thomas J.Rartell. Albert Avery 
and Calista Whittemore were married in 1858,the first 
in the Timber Creek area; John T.Price and Elizabeth 
Badger in the Bacheller area; G.W.Waller of Manhattan 
and Mary Ann Thompson of Pottawatomie County,the first 
in Riley County. The Waller's were grandparents of J. 
W.Waller and Earl K.Chambers who reside at Milford. 
During the cholera epidemic at Fort Riley in 1855, John 
Price was untiring in his attention to victims of the 
disease. At that time he was a clerk in the quarter- 
master department; later he served as county treasur- 
er from 1872 to 1876. 


Samuel D.Houston of Bacheller contributed $300 to- 
ward the establishment of Bluemont College at Manhat- 
tan (now Kansas State University). The cornerstone 
was laid in 1859 under the control 6f the Methodist 
Church. The three story building was opened to stu- 
dents in 1860. Two years later the building and 100 
acres of land was transferred to the state. John D. 
Walters,uncle of J.B.Walters and Grace Miller of the 
Milford community,was elected to head the department 
of Industrial Drawing at the college. He taught class- 
eg in geometry and trigonometry and organized the Col- 
lege Orchestra. Students credit him with having per- 
fect discipline in the classroom. He served this in- 
stitution over a fifty year period (1877-1927).Before 
coming to Manhattan,he worked as a civil engineer, 
decorative painter,and architectural draftsman in sev- 
eral states and many cities. He landed in New York in 
1868 from Aetiokofen,Canton Solothern,in western 
Switzerland. 


By 1860 this community ceased to be a frontier 
area subject to Indian alarms,but rumblings of the 
Civil War were growing more intense. During the early 
60's,outlaws and pro-slavery ruffians robbed many of 
the pioneers, 
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"Union Mills" 1863-1880 


"Streeterts Mill" 1883-192 
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Union Mills 


The New England Emigrant Aid Society sent steam 
mills to promising towns likely to develop into busi- 
ness centers. By far the largest and best was sent to 
the free-state town of Quindaro on the Missouri River, 
where it was unloaded from the steamboat. Border ruf- 
fians rolled the two big boilers into the river. They 
threw in other parts that they could handle. The ship- 
pers had plugged the inlets to the boilers,so they 
failed to fill and sink. All of the machinery was re- 
covered later. In the spring of 1858,the RBacheller 
Town Company made a deal for it,giving the New Eng- 
land Aid Society a share of the town site for the mill- 
ing machinery at Quindaro. It was brought by boat to 
Manhattan and hauled across country in wagons to Bach-~ 
eller. The machinery was sold to three men (Clark, 
Pierce and Bryan) on long time payments. It was set up 
near the mouth of Madison Creek in 1858 or early 1859, 
as a sawmill,at a cost of $6,000. Samuel Cutter,who 
had just arrived in Kansas,helped to erect this mill. 
The mill did a splendid business for three years. Junc- 
tion City,in its earliest stages,was built mostly from 
lumber sawed at this mill. The mill company failed, 
leaving the town company a mortgage on the papery 
and a dozen judgments against it. 


In 1863 A.B.Whiting bought it,under contract to 
build and operate a flour mill at the site. This was 
known as the "Union Mills". It was operated by steam 
power and could handle as much as 300 bu.of wheat in 
2h hours. The mill operated for almost ten years. The 
same engine furnished power for a sawmill operated by 
J.W.C.Pierce in 186. He had been in charge of a gov- 
ernment sawmill at Fort Riley for seven years. Opera- 
tion was discontinued in 1880 when mills changed from 
stone buhrs to steel rolls. The mill was dismantled: 
the buhrs going to Kansas City,and the boilers to 
Junction City. 


Streeter Mill 


The Streeter mill was built in 1883,three miles 
north of Milford near the junction of Spring Creek and 
Madison Creek at the center of the Fullington farm.It 
was built by Fullington and his son-in-law Charles A, 
Streeter at a cost of approximately $5,000. This mill 
made three grades of flour,corn meal,cereals,and feed. 
A son,Lyman A.Streeter of Topeka, operated the mill 
from 1902 to 19l2,doing much custom grinding for resi- 
dents over a large area.The present owner is Norman 
Steinbruck,but he does not operate the mill.The area 
near the mill has been a favorite picnic spot through 
the years. 
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A Church Is Organized 


Long before settlers were able to provide comfort- 
able homes for themselves,they worked to organize 
churches and to provide meeting places for religious 
services. Early settlers brought with them their i- 
deals and institutions. They brought a pattern of work 
and worship. During these years of poverty and priva- 
tion,religion played a vital role. 


To Rev.William Todd,we owe a debt of gratitude for 
his pioneer missionary work which began in 1858 and 
continued for a number of years until the infirmities 
of age forced his retirement. He had served in Madura 
in southern India as a missionary,before coming to the 
Wakefield community. Sabbath services were kept up with 
more or less regularity,sometimes conducted by minis- 
ters of the Congregational and Methodist denominations, 
and more often as social meetings with prayers and 
hymns. 


During the summer of 1866,the old log schoolhouse 
near Gifford's (Hillside) was used for regular weekly 
church services. Rev.Alfred North preached each Sun- 
day and conducted Bible class study. During 1867 and 
1868, Rev.Isaac Jacobus came from Junction City to hold 
Congregational services at Milford from time to time. 
People were looking forward to the time when a church 
could be built. 


A committee was appointed in 1868 to draw up a 
confession of faith and covenant articles. Invitations 
were accepted by Congregational churches of Waubanses, 
Manhattan, Junction City,and the Home Missionary Soci- 
ety to send delegates to Milford to help organize a 
church. Those who came to assist with the organization 
on April 9,1868,at the Milford school house were:Rev. 
C.L.Guild of Waubansee,Rev.Isaac Jacobus of Junction 
City, Rev.R.D.Parker of Manhattan,Brother A.Hunting of 
Manhattan,and Rev.Harvey James of the Home Missionary 
Society. A.B.Whiting represented the people of Milford. 
Seventeen pledged membership by "mutual agreement" and 
"personal knowledge". The "Congregational Church of 
Milford" was organized. It struggled along without reg- 
ular preaching during the summer of 1868. That fall, 
Rev.C.L.Guild came as the first regular minister,one- 
half of his salary provided by the Home Missionary 
Society. 


The seventeen original members were listed by A.B. 
Whiting, July 10,1872,in the first permanent clerk's 
record--partly from memory and partly from loose 
sheets of records. The members as listed in the record 
were: Bradley E.Fullington,Louisa C,Fullington,Myron E.

Humphrey,Caroline Humphrey,A.B.Whiting,Kate A.Whiting, 
Daniel S.Baker,Mrs.D.S.Baker,Mrs.John Fawley,Sarah Hum- 
phrey, Chester K.Humphrey,Howard R.Humphrey,Louis FE. 
Humphrey,Charles A.Whiting,Thomas H.North,Alice Full- 
ington,Mrs.Flora Humphrey. 


Rev.E.P.Ingersoll took charge of the church in the 
spring of 1869. M.E.Humphrey and A.B.Whiting were chosen 
for the committee on standing rules;B.E.Fullington and 
M.E.Humphrey as deacons;T.H.North as clerk. 


The following entry in the Forty-seventh Annual 
Session of the Congregational Association (pages )2-l3) 
is of local interest: 

"Edward Skinner was born in Old Dalby,Leicester- 
shire,England,August 2),1837. He commenced preaching 
in England when eighteen years of age. Came to America 
May 14,1873. Pastor of Madura (Wakefield) and Milford 
churches in Kansas from 1873 to December 1879.Church 
was built in Milford during his pastorate,which was the 
first church in Kansas built without missionary aid.... 
Died at his home in Blue Rapids,Kansas, January 8,1901." 


He came with the early English settlers to the Wake- 
field community and took a homestead southwest of Wake- 
field. The southeast quarter of the same section was 
homesteaded by Rev.eIsaac Jacobus who served the Milford 
Church inl1867 and 1868,while residing in Junction City. 


. A meeting was held to take preliminary steps to- 
ward building a meeting house in March of 1876. It was 
decided to ask for donations for the purpose of building 
a church--money,labor,grain,or any usable material. All 
people in the community were to be contacted for pledg- 
es during a seven day drive. $1,277.50 was pledged. 
Meetings were held to discuss building plans. A.B.Whit- 
ing was authorized to go to Topeka and other places to 
examine church buildings with reference to the wants 
and means of the people of the community. Local people 
favored a stone building. Charles A.Whiting died on 
January 16,1872,leaving his property including a 0 
acre farm (where Willard Babb lives) to the church. 

The church had deeds to several lots and it was voted 
to build a house of worship. The church trustees were 
authorized to contract for quarrying rock for the build- 
ing. A.C.Baker and J.W.C.Pierce were engaged to prepare 
the plans. A.B.Whiting was authorized to obtain a $500 
loan,through a mortgage on the church farm,for a term 
of five years or less,with interest not to exceed 12%. 
Bids were asked through advertisements in the Junction 
City Tribune and the Manhattan Nationalist ,withAug- 
ust 11,1876 as the day of decision. It was decided to 
postpone action until the following year as suffictent 
funds were not available for the type of building de- 
sired |; 
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The question of building a church was reconsidered 
in January of 1877. A.B.Whiting proposed a good sub- 
stantial frame building 28 by hO feet with a rear addi- 
tion lh by 20 feet,and to finish same in good shape, 
ready for the pews,for $1,200--he to bear all other ex- 
pense. He also proposed to build a corner tower for an 
ante-room and a bell tower to the church,l0 by 10 feet 
at the base,at his own expense and in his own way,as a 
memorial to his little daughter Annie who died of burns 
in August of 1876. It was decided to circulate a new 
subscription list for the building to replace the one 
of the previous year. The farm was mortgaged to A.B. 
Whiting for #00. 


Construction started, The frame was of native oak 
sawed locally. Local residents furnished most of the la- 
bor. The pew ends and back rolls of black walnut were 
ordered from Chicago. The seats were of oiled pine and 
were built locally. The pulpit,a section of an octagon, 
was built by Mr.Graves of Junction City of locally sawed 
curled walnut. A.B.Walters,who learned the painting 
trade in his native Switzerland,did the outside paint- 
ing and the inside finishing as his contribution to the 
project. While doing this work,he and Rosa Rush were 
married, August21,1877 by Rev.Edward Skinner,local pastor. 
The building and furnishings which included pews,organ, 
pulpit,etc.,cost approximately $2,500. Arthur Stewart of 
Topeka,but formerly of Milford,sent a $50 cash contribu- 
tion,a chandelier,and a pair of pulpit lamps. 


In August plans were made for the dedication to be 
held November 15. Invitations were extended to church- 
es at Bala,Wakefield, Junction City,Manhattan,Waubansese, 
and Topeka. Much remained to be done:setting up the 
seats;installing stoves for heating;providing fuel. 


Dedication Day was a beautiful day. Members of the 
Madura Church,led by their pastor William S.Crouch, 
showed their fellowship by coming in large numbers to 
rejoice with their friends. Prof.Slie of Topeka played 
the organ. Members of the church choir were Charles 
Streeter and his sister Abbie,Miss Gifford,Mrs.Henry 
Whiting,Louis Humphrey,and Myron Humphrey. The sermon 
was delivered by Rev.Peter McVicar of Washburn College, 
and the dedicatory prayer was given by Rev.E.P.Ingersoll 
of Clay County. A basket dinner was served at noon,after 
which the congregation again assembled for the ordain- 
ing of the Rev.#dward Skinner. Introductory services 
were led by Rev.Crouch;the sermon by Rev.R.D.Parker of 
Manhattan;ordaining prayer Rev.Jacobus of Junction City; 
right hand of fellowship by Rev.McVicar of Topeka; 
charge of the candidate Rev.Ingersoll of Clay County; 
and suggestions to the people by Rev.Storrs,agent for 
the Home Missionary Society. 
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"The house is a beauty--set just upon the top of the 
hill,and,with its commanding tower,may guide many a wan- 
derer in more senses than one." 


Proceeds from the sale of posts and wire from the 
church farm helped with the indebtedness on the seats. 
Money from the crops was used for tax,interest,and prin- 
cipal. It was voted to share Rev.Skinner with Junction 
City,beginning in February,alternating services,each 
on a half time basis. Rev.Skinner tendered his resigna- 
tion in December of 1879. Rev.M.S.Riddle sarved as pas- 
tor from 1880 to February,1883,when he resigned to be- 
come co-partner in the "Riddle-Humphrey Marketing and 
Drug Store" which opened at Milford in 1882. 


In June of 1880,deeds were exchanged mutually, by 
which Mrs.Jaquith assumed ownership of the church farm 
with its mortgage. She gave to the church the title to 
her house and four lots,free of incumbrance. Since that 
time,it has been known as the Congregational parsonage. 


A.B.Whiting opened a grocery and dry goods store 
near the site of Clifford Shandy's garage. He also had 
a boarding and rooming house near-by. John Fawley took 
over the operation of the Whiting store in 1879. Two 
years later,he and his son Abe opened a larger store 
at the present site with an $8,000 stock of goods,in- 
cluding groceries,dry goods,hardware,home remedies, 
machinery,etc. W.H.Kennett opened a lumberyard in 1885. 
During the past seventy-five years,there have been many 
store owners and operators. Before the common use of 
the automobile,they did a thriving business from a large 
trade area. Abe Fawley often recalled the fact that they 
sold more International twine than any other dealer in 
Kansas,in a one year period. 


A number of small businesses did not stand the test 
of time. Jim Bates with the help of John Mellinger,Sr., 
operated a sorghum mill. Dr.Bard had a cigar factory. 
John Shaeffer made cigars from home grown tobacco at 
his farm east of town. There was a cement plant at the 
rock cut southwest of town. Two other general stores 
served the community for many years--the J.C.Kennett 
store on the corner north of Fawley's,and the other on 
the corner east of Fawley's. Its origin is not defi- 
nite,but many believe it was built by Bartell's and 
that J.L.Williamson operated it for some years. This 
building was headquarters for several doctors who 
also served as dentists. The post-office was located 
here most of the time that M.C.Linscott served as post- 
master. 


After the turn of the century,there were many 
store owners and operators,but none served the commun- 
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ity so long and so well as did the Fawley's and Jackie 
Kennett. With the coming of the automobile,the need for 
general stores lessened. Two or three grocery stores 
have been in existence most of the time. A partial list 
of owners or managers of grocery stores in addition to 
those already mentioned: J.L.Dollins,Ed Hill,John Luthi, 
Farmer's Union Co-op,George Stiers,Roy Buckley,Ernest 
Wills,Ben Roether,A.K.Postlewait,George Adams, Byron 
Badger,G.K.Morris. Ada Mellinger,C.C.Seley,and Louis 
Larson are present day grocery store owners, Larson 

has a butchering and locker service along with his gro- 
cery business. The plant was installed and operated for 
some years by Clyde Cleveland,following World War II. 


Meat has been the basis of various business under- 
takings. Dr.Bard was the first to have such a plant at 
Milford but it did not survive the test of time. He 
built the large two story stone house near the Shandy 
bulk station for a hospital in connection with his med- 
ical practice. This,too,did not last as a business.His 
first three patients died,the business did not pay,and 
the idea was abandoned. 


In the nineties,a slaughter-house with a curing room 
was built on the right fork of the Y road north of town. 
William Badger was in charge of slaughtering and skin- 
ning (owner in doubt). Meat was shipped to Boston and 
New York. The plant operated for about a year,but the 
business did not operate at a profit so the idea was 
abandoned. Older residents speak of slaughter-house 
hill road. C.J.Chambers bought the building and moved 
it to his property in Milford for use as a shop in con- 
nection with his well-drilling business. It is inter- 
esting to note that this same building was again moved. 
This time it was moved to the farm of thse Chambers 
Farm Company,less than a mile from its original loca- 
tion. Malcolm Barry owned and operated a meat curing 
room in the basement of the Stepps house. 


Owners or operators of the lumber yard in addition 
to W.H.Kennett have included W.E.Volles,Heaton Tracy, 
Georges Harmond,E.M.Wilkins,the present owner Joe Ru- 
dolph,and possibly others. Cass Cookson, John Mallinger, 
and Charles Mellinger maintained a livery stable be- 
fore the time of the automobile.John Mellinger hauled 
passengers to and from the depot in his "hack". Most 
of the goods purchased for ths stores were sold to them 
by traveling salesmen,who came by train and remained 
over night at the town hotel. 


Among the early barbers were: Stackhouse who had a 
shop in the house east of the church;John Harbes in the 
Crumrine home;Bob Martin;Charles Say;William Badger; 
Jack Vogelge sang. 
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Early doctors found it necessary to have a sidse- 
line for income. Some practiced here over a long period 
of time. Dr. Whiting was perhaps the first doctor to 
practice at Milford. He lived in the C.C.Seley house. 
Dr.Vanwall was an early doctor in this community. Dr. 
Bard served the people for many years. Dr.Molssworth 
left the Milford area in 1899 to seek a larger prac- 
tise. Thoso who served the community after the turn 
of the century included W.8.Yates,Frank McCord, John R. 
Brinkley,and T.L.Jones. Doctors associated with the 
local hospital have had a limited practices: Dr.Owensby, 
Dr.Purviance,Dr.C.H.Dragoo,and Dr.A.J.Wise. 


The Bacheller post-office was established in 1861 
in the Abraham Barry cabin,with Barry as post-master. 
Prior to this time,the nearest post-office was at Fort 
Riley. Getting the mail to and from there was a great 
problem. John Rush carried mail on foot,twice each 
week,from Fort Riley to Bacheller,dropping off the Vin- 
ton mail at the Huston home. Barry moved to Junction 
City in 1863 where he had an active law practice. He 
opened a hotel in 1865. Some of the post-masters during 
the past century have been B.E.Fullington,A.B.Whiting, 
Mrs.Jaquith, John Fawley,M.C.Linscott, Josie Welsh Martin, 
G.K.Morris,Grace Wilson,and Harry Brighton. The post- 
office has been in various locations through the years. 
Barly patrons enjoyed the "gossip sessions" at the post- 
office in early day grocery stores. They shared ths 
news of the outside world with all. 


The Fort Riley-Fort Kearney trail crossed the river 
near the town site and was an asset to the growing 
community. The Union Pacific Railroad branch line be- 
gan operation as far as Clay Center in 1873. Dr.Bard 
and George W.Miller cut and hauled railroad ties from 
the Timber Creek area for laying the track. Samuel Cut- 
ter and Levi Warnock were employed by the railroad com- 
pany to furnish buffalo meat for the men. People want- 
ed a bridge to replace ferry service. Some conceived 
the idea of building a town near the railroad. On De- 
cember 28,1882,"New Milford" was incorporated. Peti- 
tioners included W.H.Kennett, John Denver,Clarissa Den-~ 
ver,and Louisa C.Fullington,with J.C.Kennett as notary 
public. The Acme post-office,Acme mill,and a store 
were opened,but the town did not grow and it was soon 
abandoned. 


Schools 


With statehood,Kansas became politically stable. 
Taxes were levied and used to build and construct 
schools. A legislative enactment of 1855 provided for 
school districts to be formed by petition. The first 
school at Milford was organized under this law in 1859. 
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School was held in a log building near the Whiting 
boarding and rooming house with A.B.Whiting as teacher. 
The Alida school had its beginning in 1863 in the John 
M.Curtis home on Curtis Creek with Miss Mary Graham as 
teacher. Teachers were paid by patrons of the schools 
on a voluntary basis. 


In 1865 Kansas law was enacted which provided for 
organization into districts and for tax levies for the 
support of schools. At that time the Milford school was 
officially organized and two lots were acquired from 
Moses Younkin for a permanent tax-supported school. The 
first tax levy for school purposes was made in 1865; 

+ of 1% for teacher's wages and 3/8 of 1% for inciden- 
tal expenses. The stone above the window of the school 
carries the date of "1868". Mrs.John K.Wright was one of 
the early teachers. She made her home with the Keller's 
on the George Miller farm east of town and spent week- 


ends with her sister and family (Lockstones) where Frank 
Miller resides. 


The Maple Grove school was organized in 1868. The 
first classes were held in the upstairs room of the log 
house on the Mayme Stittsworth farm. The Acme school 
wag organized in 1877 and was named for the Acme post- 
office which was located near the railroad, southwest of 
ths present depot. The first school east of Milford was 
held at the John Shaeffer farm by mutual agreement of 
the families in the neighborhood. In 1880 the High Point 
school was organized and a stone building was erected. 


Two schools were in operation in the south part of 
Milford Township. Those east of the Milford road attend- 
ed the Dixon school which was one mile east of the John 
Schad home. Some pupils of the Dixon school were:Frank, 
James Frederick,Sadie,will,and Jimmy Dixon; Arthur and 
Ed Miller; Harry Schoepf; Carrie,George,and Ralph Wal- 
ters; Alvy Ferguson; Wesley Dueker. Those west of the 
Milford road attended a school south of Rush Cresk,&- 
bout 400 yards west of the road past the Fasse-Adams 
farm. Some pupils of this school were: Rudolph Neuber, 
Ross Nixon,Albert and Mary Moritz,Alice Oswald, and © 
Ollie Heath's wife (H er name was Bunch).In 1889,A.B. 
Walters moved this school in two sections to a new lo- 
cation + mile north of the present Pleasant View school. 
H e used his 8 horse power Huber threshing engine.At 
this time,the Pleasant View school was formed of the 
two districts. The Dixon schoolhouse was moved to the 
Rush farm for use as a farm building. Twenty years la- 
ter the present building was erected.John Dixon was the 
first teacher of the Pleasant View school;Richard Rohrer 
the second. 


In the school reorganization of 19)6,Maple Grove,

Acme,and High Point were united with the Milford Dis- 
trict for the advantages offered in a larger school. 
H.C.Marts was a member of the three member county re- 
organization board. It is interesting to note the min- 
imum school terms: 3 months in 1876; lk months in 1881; 
7 months in 1911; and 8 months in 1923. In 1883 the 
average monthly salary of teachers in Davis County was; 


$34.25 for men; $29.32 for women.

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Milford Rural High School was organized June 30, 
1921 to meet the needs of boys and girls of high school 
age who would not have the opportunity to get a high 
school education. Members of the first board were L.B. 
Streeter,E.M.Wilkins,and John Miller. Emma Miller Cook 
taught the first classes at a salary of $1665.Classes 
for pupils of District No.2 had been held the year bee 
fore.Early classes were held in the grade school build- 
ing and in the Crumrine residence. The high school 
building was erected in 1925. It proved inadequate to 
meet the athletic needs of the community. Patrons voted 
a $60,000 bond issue in 1953 for a suitable gymnasium.

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Milford Has a Band 


Music soothes men's souls. During pioneer days, 
people satisfied their needs for music by singing, 
dancing,and by playing instruments for their own en- 
joyment. Every community had citizens who had some 
musical training. Milford had an organized band for 
52 years (1875-1927) under the leadership of A.B.Wal- 
ters. Due to ill health,he asked to be relieved in 
1925,but was persuaded to continus. That year the city 
of Milford voted a one-half mill tax levy to raise 
funds for new band uniforms. Citizens helped in vari- 
ous ways to raise money to purchase instruments for 
younger players. The last big undertaking of the band 
was a minstrel show,directed by druggist James A. 
Scheuren and A.B.Walters. Four performances were given: 
at the Milford Grade School,at Riley,Longford,and in 
the Opera House (Colonial Theater now)in Junction City. 
The money was used to purchase instruments to be used 
by young men and women interested in learning to play. 


At the State Bandmen's Convention in the winter of 
1926-27,A.B.Walters was presented a silver loving cup 
ag the oldest playing musician attending the convention. 
H e was 75 years of age. 


In addition to the Milford Band,he taught and di- 
rected bands at Magic,Riley,Keats,and Upland,for short- 
er periods of time, and played on occasions with the 
Junction City Municipal Band. 


William Walters,a member of the Milford Band for 
many years,played cornet in an army band during his 
military service.

Fred Walters organized a small band at Magic in the 
late 80's.

Still residing in Milford,only one block from the 
house in which he was born October 1,1888,1s James W. 
"Jim" Waller. Mr.Waller has a record of almost 50 years 
in the postal service,most of the time at Milford, and 
although he may not have travelled far from home ,his 
work has taken him the equivalent of at least 25 times 
around the world and in the process he has worn out a 
dozen cars and several horses. 


He started as a substitute rural carrier at Milford 
September 1,1910. That was before cars were in common 
use in a day when surfaced roads were undreamed of. 


Jim bscame a regular carrier on December 1,1913, 
and the .sute he received was a route no longer in ex- 
istence. It was Route No.6 out of Junction City. It did 
not originate at the post-office. He lived at the Bob 
Burd farm southeast of Junction City and received the 
mail there for a route which wound around through the 
Davis and Clarks Creek area and up and down the hilly 
terrain of eastern Geary County. Sometimes the carrier 
from Junction City was late,and that meant the Route 6 
carrier was late and if the roads were rutted or muddy, 
often he did not finish the route until after dark. 

The young carrier was not particularly happy. 


In those days Mike Miller,now a retired rural mail 
carrier out of the Junction City post-office,was the 
Milford rural carrier. Jim wanted to return to his home 
and friends in Milford and the swap was made. The route 
was a little more than 20 miles long and he kept two 
different outfits for carrying the mail. He had a teain 
of ponies and when the roads were good,he used a buggy 
and the ponies. On other days he hitched a bay horses to 
a two-wheel cart to deliver the mail. When the weather 
and roads were too bad for the cart,he rode the horse, 
often taking down fences and making circles through 
fields,to get the mail delivered. He purchased his 
first automobile,a Model T Ford,in 191. 


Mr,Waller recalls an occasional runaway:-one came 
about when a dog ran under the cart and his horse took 
off down the road for about a mile before he could get 
it stopped. Other interesting incidents were during the 
floods of 1915 and 1935. During the flood of 1915,he 
crossed the Republican River with Madison Mowery in a 
boat so those living west of the river could receive 
their mail. This was repeated in 1935,when he walked 
12 miles so these same patrons could get their mail. 
He also recalls that in earlier days he once froze his 
face and that many times he had to jump off the cart 
and trot behind to keep warm. 


He retired November 1,1958. During this service,he 
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never had his record inarred by an accident. He received 
three different tai oe awards for his services. 
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buring the spe gm cca delivery ay mail, Milford 
has had but four regular carriers:Ben Roether, Mike Mil- 
loi,Jim Waller,and Gene Seley,the present carrier, 


Dr. John R. Brinkley 


An advertisement in the Kansas City Star in 1917, 
for a country doctor to locate at Milford,attracted 
the attention of John R.Brinkley who had recently 
besn discharged from the army. Coming to Milford to in- 
vestigate the possibilities,he rented the drug store 
which had two back rooms. Mrs.Brinkley opened the drug 
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Store with a small stock of drugs,knick-knacks,cosmet- 
ics,and a fountain service. Dr. Brinkley opened an of-. 
fice in one of the rooms,and the other was used for 
living quarters. 


With money inherited through a legacy from Memphis 
relatives of Mrs.Brinkley,thsy bought ten lots and 
built a sixteen room two and one-half story hospital 
which was opened in August of 1918. He won the confi- 
dence of local people in the successful treatment of 
"flu" patients during the World War I epidemic. His 
radio station KFKB--"Kansas First,Kansas Best"--"The 
Sunshine Station in the H sart of the Nation"went on 
the air in September 1923. 


Dr.Brinkley threw his hat in the political race as 
an independent candidate for governor in 1930. His cam- 
paign slogan was,"A pond on every farm;a lake in every 
county". H e sought the governor's seat again in 1932 
and 193). Had all ballots been correctly marked,he 
probably would have been elected. 


1933 marked the end of his career at Milford. His 
half million dollar investment was salvaged and his 
personal effects were moved to Del Rio.Texas,.
